SLAYING SUSPECT CLEARED

Friends of

20-Year-Old

Hold

Man on New

Sex Charges

A 43-year-old Torrance man, father of three children,
has been cleared of any connection with the kidnap-slaying
of Dorothy Gale Brown on July 3 and the unexplained dis-
appearance of Karen Lynn Tompkins last August, accord-
ing to Los Angeles Harbor Division Police detectives.

Robert Combs, who lives at
21115 Denker Ave., was held
in jail, however, on child mo-
lestation charges after he ad-
mitted he had molested three
other little girls in the vicinity
of his home. Implicated at
the same time was his 15-year-
old son, Fred, who was taken
into custody as a sex delin-
quent.

COMBS WAS arrested Thurs-
day evening and booked on
suspicion of murder when a
young Torrance girl told police
he had molested her and two
other children, all 11 or 12
years of age. Police were
checking out information in a
letter they received from the
grandmother of one of the
girls — one of the hundreds of
letters sent to officers since
the slaying of Gale last July
3 after her abduction from
a downtown Torrance street.

Torrance Police Chief Percy
G. Bennett said yesterday that
the alibis provided by Combs
would be checked further this
week.

“It seems like too much of a

block from the Tompkins home
and that Karen Lynn had often
{wlnyed with the couple's daugh-
er.

At the same time, they
pointed out that Mrs. Combs
and her 15-year-old son were
employed in a cafe a short
distance from the trailer home
of Dorothy Gale Brown and
that the Combs youth admit-
ted that he knew the Brown
girl. Investigators are con-
vinced, however, that Mrs,
Combs knew nothing of her
husband's admitted activities.

“IT LOOKS like we will have
to start all over again,” Det.
Lt. Don Hamilton told the
HERALD Saturday,
